Collections for the annual July 
Fourth celebration, under the 
auspices of the Harold D. Speak- 
man Post of the American Leg- 
ion, will begin next Monday. 

Members of the Boy Scout 
troop have distributed envelopes, 
printed in red and asking for 
contributions to the fund for the 
affair. Members of the Post will 
begin Monday to collect the en- 
velopes. 

This year's celebration, which, 
it is hoped, will be the largest ever 
held, will be in the nature of a 
Sesquicentennial event. Larger 
in every way than the celebrations 
held in the past, it is believed that 
the attendance will run into the 
thousands. 

The Legion and the Auxiliary 
will co-operate in the collection 
of funds. Fifty of the auxiliary 
members will meet with 50 of the 
men Monday night at 7 before 
Elm Hall. At 7' the fire whistle 
will blow, to announce the start 
of collections, and every home is 
asked to be ready for the commit- 
tee, giving to the community 
event the same that would other- 
wise be spent for little fireworks 
in the yard. 

The goal is set at $1500, which 
would provide a colorful spectacle 
and a gala clay to commemorate 
in a manner long to be remem- 
bered by our residents the day 150 
years ago when events of stirring 
importance took place a few miles 
to the east. 

The day's program will be 
varied, and its exact extent will 
depend on the amount of money, 
available. There will be two bait 
games — one with Berwyn at 10 
A. M. and with Wayne at 3 P. M. 
The band will play for both 
games. 

In the evening an orchestra 
made up of members of the band 
will play for the community dance 
which will start at 7.30 and last 
until 9. The fireworks will begin 
shortly after dark. 

If tlje residents are generous, 
the Playground will be the scene 
of a, wonderful affair. The com_ 
mittee has stressed the fact that if 
every family would give the 
amount spent a few years ago for 
private displays, a demonstration 
second to none would be possible. 
Furthermore, the ladies would 
like to serve refreshments, and 
may be able to do so if the re- 
sponse to the appeal is what it 
should be.

HOLD DONATION DAY 

The annual King's Daughters' 
donation day was held in the Holi- 
day House at Narberth Wednesday. 
Luncheon was served by the Nar- 
berth Circle. 



After many months of delay, 
Narberth's "great white way" will 
soon be a. reality. The Philadelphia 
Electric Company this week com- 
pleted the laying of underground 
conduits to replace the over-head 
wires on Haverford avenue. 

In a short while seven ornamental 
lighting standards will be erected on 
Haverford avenue, from Narberth 
to Essex. They will be artistic, 
simple, and an addition to the busi- 
ness section. The standards are 
slender, well-designed affairs, sur- 
mounted by a large globe. High- 
power light bulbs will be used. 

Money for the improvement was 
raised through the personal efforts 
of Ralph S. Dunne, president of the 
Narberth Civic Association, who 
called on the merchants of Haver- 
ford avenue to interest them in the 
project. 

A total of $3138.90 was raised 
and deposited with the Civic Asso- 
ciation to pay for the lights. As a 
funds were turnedohrpowrnA-ofah 
contract could not be entered be- 
tween the association and the Phila- 
delphia Electric, the funds were 
turned over to council, which body 
also contributed $500, with the re- 
quest that the contract be made. 

Council after bonds were arrang- 
ed for, permitting the opening of the 
street and pavements, contracted for 
the new lights. That was many 
months ago, and despite reminders, 
the Philadelphia Electric Company 
protested an excess of sesqui work- 
as an excuse for more delay. 

On May 27, Mr. Dunne, embar- 
rassed by the questions of those who 
had contributed to the project, sent 
the following pithy communication 
to the company : 
The Philadelphia Electric Company, 

Philadelphia, Pa. 
Gentlemen : 

The purpose of this letter is to elicit 
information in definite form as to when 
the work of erecting the street lights on 
Haverford avenue, Narberth, is to begin. 

The contract for this work was made 
with you by the Borough of Narberth 
several months ago, and the money 
turned over to you at that time had been 
collected prior to this. You can readily 
appreciate our embarrassment as the or- 
ganization back of this matter when we 
are requested for information about the 
lights by those who have a very good 
right to ask — the business men who con- 
tributed the funds. 

We can see no reason for the untimely 
delay since the necessary papers have 
been signed and the money is in your 
hands, and unless we have your reply 
immediately with a definite assurance 
that this work will begin at once, we 
frankly shall feel it our duty to call a 
meeting of the Association for the pur- 
pose of recalling this contract and having 
the funds returned.

COUNCIL VOTES TO FIGHT INVASION 

OF YELLOW CABS; FORECLOSING LIENS 



Financial Condition of Boro 

Makes Prompt Action 

Necessary. 



$600 NOW CLEARED UP 



The Liens Committee made its 
first report of the year at the regular 
meeting of Borough Council last 
Monday evening. Councilman Kae- 
ber, the chairman, indicated that a 
program for the prompt foreclo- 
sure of all outstanding borough liens 
has been formulated by the Commit- 
tee and he asked for authority to 
put it into effect. That authority 
was readily granted by council, sub- 
ject to, a little more detailed report 
to be made at the July meeting. 
The present financial condition of 
the borough renders it imperative 
that all outstanding liens should be 
collected and foreclosure proceed- 
ings have already been successfully 
entered against some of the oldest 
liens. The borough solicitor's office 
reported that they had collected and 
turned in $600 to the borough treas- 
urer by foreclosure of old liens dur- 
ing the past month. 

The possibility of publishing in 
"Our Town" the names of all prop- 
erty owners who have been liened 
and also the means of all delinquent 
tax payers was discussed, but de- 
finate action was not taken on this 
suggestion. Council appeared to 
be unanimous in believing that it 
would be wise to print once a year 
the complete list of all borough de- 
linquents, both for the information 
of those tax payers who do pay 
promptly and as a means of apply- 
ing an additional incentive to those 
who are habitually slow pay. 
Refuse Zoning Charge. 

Another application was received 
from Mrs. Fleming to alter her 
blacksmith shop near the corner'' ui 
Haverford and Montgomery ave- 
nues, so as to be able to use it for 
the sale of automobile accessories. 
Various similar petitions for the 
commercial development of this 
property have been received from 
Mrs. Fleming in the past, and all 
of them have been denied because 
it is the belief of council that the 
zoning ordinance should not be mo- 
dified at this time and that if a busi- 
ness development was permitted 
along Montgomery avenue, it would 
have an adverse effect upon the 
residental character of the borough 
as a whole and might decrease the 
market value of the next contiguous 
properties as much as it would en- 
hance the market value of properties 
facing Montgomery avenue. It is 
the belief of council that such a 
modification would be taking a 
property value away from one

WOULD REFUSE STANDS 



"WHEREAS, The Public Service 
Commission now has before it a peti- 
tion from the Yellow Taxicab Com- 
pany seeking permission to maintain 
and operate a taxicab stand or stands 
and taxicab service in the borough of 
Narberth, and 

"WHEREAS, The Narberth Taxi- 
cab Company and Patrick Donahue 
are at present and have been for sev- 
eral years past, giving the people of 
Narberth a taxicab service that is 
adequate and reliable at rates that are 
fair and subject to the control of local 
ordinances, and 

"WHEREAS, the two Narberth 
taxicab operators, by private arrange- 
ments with the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, maintain their stands, so- 
called, off and removed from the 
public thoroughfares, and 

"WHEREAS, it would be contrary 
to public policy and convenience to 
permit any taxicab stands on the 
public highways adjacent to or near 
the railway station and business center 
of the borough of Narberth, and such 
additional stands would not be 
granted or permitted by the borough 
authorities, and 

Against Cruising. 

"WHEREAS, the so-called cruising 
method, usually employed by taxicab 
operators when and where a stand is 
not available, would add to a street 
congestion that it already serious and 
be contrary to the long established 
residential character and policy of the 
streets of the borough of Narberth, 
and would be opposed by the Nar- 
berth police to the full extent of their 
powers, and 

"WHEREAS, the drivers of the 
present Narberth taxicabs are local 
residents, known personally by their 
patrons, and therefore under a strong 
obligation to be courteous and to drive 
carefully; and they do in fact so enjoy 
the confidence of their patrons that 
children are entrusted to them, also 
the execution of other commissions 
requiring care and reliability, and 

"WHEREAS, it is unlikely that the 
''ixic.ib drivers of-a large outside or- 
ganization, regardless of their per- 
sonal integrity, could ever win the 
same degree of local confidence, which 
is an essential part of the service now 
rendered 

"THEREFORE, be it, and it is 
hereby unanimously resolved by the 
Council of the borough of Narberth, 
in regular meeting assembled on this 
14th clay of June, 192(5, that the taxi- 
cab proposal of the Yellow Taxicab 
Company is contrary to the public 
and corporate interests of the borough 
of Narberth; that the Public Service 
Commission is hereby respectfully re- 
quested to deny the aforesaid petition 
insofar as the borough of Narberth is 
concerned; and that the burgess and 
the borough solicitor are hereby au- 
thorized and instructed, either or 
both, to present this petition in per- 
son to the Public Service Commission 
and diligently to represent the 
borough Council in reference thereto."

The Bryn Mawr Hospital's 
campaign was officially brought 
to a successful end last Friday 
night with a dinner at the Belle- 
vue-Stratford, when subscriptions 
totalling $1,275,948 were announc- 
ed. Previous to the dinner the 
amount reported was $640,065. 

Since the dinner, additional 
subscriptions have brought the 
total up to $1,297,142. 

Samuel M. Vauclain, president 
of the Board of Trustees of the. 
hospital, presided at the dinner, 
Mr. Rea, chairman of the campaign, 
being absent on account of illness. 

In his opening speech Mr. Vau- 
clain said: "One of the principal 
things which has contributed to our 
success was the selection of Mr. 
Rea to take charge of this im- 
portant affair. 

"We have others. The entire 
organization has been well selected. 
It was fortunate that I was away 
while this organization was being 
arranged for. because I am quite 
sure that had I been home and had 
anything to do with it, it probably 
would not have been as effective 
as it has been. The ladies have 
worked as they have never worked 
before, although I wish to say to 
you all here that the past of the 
Bryn Mawr Hospital has been 
greatly dependent upon the labors 
of the ladies of the Main Line. 

"In the past few years, the ladies 
under the able management of Mrs. 
Barclay have contributed $150,000 
to the support of the Bryn Mawr 
Hospital through the Devon fair. 

"Our doctors have worked un- 
ceasingly during this campaign, and 
have not only subscribed liberally 
themselves, but have given as much 
time as they could legitimately spare 
from the needs of their patients." 

Mr. Vauclain then paid further 
tribute to the efficient work pet- 
formed for the benefit of the hos- 
pital by the ladies.

COUNCIL STILL WORKS 

ON STREET IMPROVEMENT

group of citizens and awarding it 
to another group. Councilman 
Fretz, chairman of the Building 
Committee, was instructed to advise 
Mrs. Fleming that her petition was 
contrary to the zoning ordinance 
and that it was not the inclination 
of council to amend the ordinance 
at this time. 

The street commissioner, Mr. 
George B. Suplee, reported that the 
heavy storm of Monday evning had 
caused a serious overflow and de- 
posit of debris on and adjacent to 
the property of Mr. A. Gilfillan, 
at the corner of Wynne wood road 
and Rockland avenue. As a result 
of this report, council authorized the 
Highway Committee to install a 
new "city" type inlet at the corner of 
Merion and Wynnewood avenues, 
to relieve this condition. The High- 
way Committee was also authorized 
to construct a new and permanent 
surface water drain from the base- 
ment of the new Community Build- 
ing to the creek. 

Councilman Wood, chairman of 
the Highway and Sewer Committee, 
read the following report which was 
approved : 

Report of Committee. 

Since the May report of this com- 
mittee, all of the preliminary work 
for the permanent improvement of 
Williams avenue and Meeting House 
lane, including curbs and sidewalks 
where required, has been completed, 
and the contractor expects to start 
work this week on the permanent pav- 
ing. This job should be completed in 
a short time. 

At the last meeting of Council, a 
desire was expressed to receive an 
estimate of the probable cost of the 
improvements on Meeting House lane 
and Williams avenue. In accordance 
with that request, we submit herewith 
an estimate that "the work on Meet- 
ing House lane will cost about $8500 
and the work on Williams avenue 
will cost about $2500. 

In our April report we recom- 
mended that the resurfacing of two 
sections of north Narberth avenue and 
of one section of Windsor avenue be 
undertaken by the Street Commis- 
sioner and the borough labor instead 
of letting them out by contract. We 
estimated that we could do the work 
on Narberth avenue for $5000 and the 
work on Windsor avenue for $3000, 
which were the budget sums set aside 
for that purpose. Each of these 
figures was considerably lower than 
the contractor's bid for this work. We 
are glad to be able to report that the 
complete resurfacing of north Nar- 
berth avenue from Haverford avenue 
to Windsor avenue has been put 
through to completion within the past 
two weeks at a total cost of $1604.15. 
Detailed figures of this cost will be 
supplied if Council desires. 

Will Save Money. 

Work was begun today on resur- 
facing that section of north Narberth 
avenue between Woodbine avenue and 
Montgomery avenue. This is a longer 
piece than the one already completed 
but the cost of the work already done 
indicates that we can keep inside the 
original estimate. 

Since the last meeting of Council, 
your committee has brought to the 
attention of the Recreation Board the 
standing water in the basement of 
the new community building and the 
Street Commissioner has supplied to 
the Recreation Board figures of the 
cost of installing a drain pipe from 
the basement of the Community 
Building to the creek. The chairman 
of the Recreation Board had requested 
us to move and re-distribute on the 
playground a pile of earth which was 
placed there last year when the origi- 
nal baseball diamond was laid out. 
Not having funds in the Highway De- 
partment for that purpose, your com- 
mittee has secured an estimate from 
Mr. Guy Croyle, who offers to move 
and re-distribute this earth at approxi- 
mately $150 to $175. We would 
recommend that the pile of_ earth be 
permitted to remain where it is until 
after the summer program of street 
work is completed. It is possible that 
the Highway Department may be able 
to move this earth with borough labor 
before the winter collection of. ashes 
is resumed. 

A Busy Month. 
During the mouth of May the Street 
Commissioner and his men cleaned 
the streets; patched all the holes; con- 
ducted Clean-Up Week, and installed 
an inlet at the corner of Woodside 
avenue and Rockland road. This in- 
let represents work which was left 
over from last year's program. Ashes 
collected during the month of May 
totalled 480 cubic yards. Purchase of 
materials during May totalled $507.65. 
Other expenses of the Highway De- 
partment during the same month were 
as follows:

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GRAPHIC LIBRARY EXHIBIT 

Now Being Constructed for the Ses- 
quicentennial Exposition. 

Just how easily one may draw 
books from a free public library, 
whether one lives in a congested 
city or on an isolated ranch, will 
be demonstrated graphically in a 
series of exhibits, which the 
American Library Association is 
arranging for the Sesquicenten 
nial International Exposition. 

Two electrically-operated maps 
50 or 60 feet long will be display- 
ed at the library exhibit. One will 
illustrate book distribution from 
a county library to branches and 
stations in villages, country 
schools, general stores, and other 
rural centres. .The other map will 
show the operation of a complete 
city library system. A model book 
truck will illustrate methods of 
getting books into the 'hands of 
people everywhere in the commu- 
nity. 

The close relation between pub- 
lic libraries and public schools 
will be shown. Several States 
which have passed laws compel- 
ling the installation of libraries in 
high schools may be used as illus 
tration, e. g., Pennsylvania, New 
York, Ohio and Wisconsin. Meth- 
ods of book selection will also be 
exhibited, likewise book service in 
hospitals, reformatories, prisons 
and other institutions. There will 
be a hospital book trust with a 
hospital librarian in charge. An 
equipped and furnished children's 
library with 300 of the best books 
for children will be of interest to 
the mothers and fathers of the 
land. 

Technical and reference librar- 
ies maintained by business houses, 
insurance companies, engineering 
firms and banks will comprise an 
exhibit under the auspices of the 
Special Libraries Association, 
which is affiliated with the Ameri- 
can Library Association.
